Press experim ental farm at Flat 
Rock, has graded out and shipped 
to m arket all of its 1944 potato 
crop that could m eet U. S. No. I 
grade requirem ents and now faces 
the job of moving the rem aining 
grade rejects. No potato grower in 
the peninsula has m ore fully ap­ 
preciated the necessity 
for the 
m aintenance of high grade.; 'n the 
shipm ent of peninsula potatoes, 
for the protection of the industry 
in this area, than OM Orchard's 
m anager. So, while his crop suf­ 
fered heavily in m aking a hi uh U. 
S. No. I grade this season, he has 
taken the conservative view that 
he has helped to 
m aintain 
the 
standard of upper peninsula pota­ 
toes in the outside 
m arket 
and 
w hatever loss he ’nay have suf­ 
fered will rebound to the benefit 
of local consumers, who may be 
more interested 
in 
the 
eating 
quality of potatoes than in their 
appearance. 
Only a little better than 50 per 
cent of Old O rchard’s 1600 bushel 
crop was able to pass U. S. N o. I 
grade, because of the presence of 
too large, odd :ihap.-d and grub 
damaged tubers in the bins. All of 
the rejects were stored 
in 
Old 
Orchard farm basem ents, w here 
the farm crew is now faced with 
the w inter job of band grading the 
rem ainder of the crop, that is to 
be sold locally. 
The grader at the 
w arehouse, 
removed all of the sm all No. 2 size 
potatoes, that are being saved for 
planting next spring. About half 
the quantity needed 
for 
whole 
potato seed next season, was ob­ 
tained from this source, so in the 
band grading operation

progress most of the sm aller tu b ­ 
ers, that passed over the 
screen,

able potatoes have been moved. 
In grading potatoes, 
in 
any 
season, a considerable quantity ct 
unsalable tubers are found, 
that 
m ust be used as stock feed. With 
five hungry brood sows 
and 
a 
boar and ten late sum m er pigs, 
being w intered at Old Orchard, 
the farm could use a considerable 
quantity of that feed. 
But

But Old O rchard's crop this sea­ 
son was singularly free of rot 
spotted tubers as well as those 
seriously m echanically injured in 
digging and grading.

No Damage From Cold 
In spite of the low tem peratures 
that have prevailed each night for 
most of the past tw o weeks, ev­ 
erything is snug and tight out at 
Old O rchard.

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U.S. Submarines Gave 
Supplies To Filipinos 


Throughout the 
Japanese 
oc­ 
cupation of the Philippines. G en­ 
eral 
MacArthur 
kept in 
close 
touch with a fearless underground 
hand of fighting Filipinos. Here, 
for the 
first 
time, their 
heroic 
saga is revealed by the man who 
knows 
the 
Philippine 
under­ 
ground best— Brig. Gen. Carlos P. 
Komulo. soldier, editor and author 
of the best-selling book, “I Saw 
the Fall of the Philippines.” This 
is the second of three articles.

All through the first two years 
of the Philippine occupation 
by 
Jap an , when the world w as saying | 
that m any of the 
Filipinos 
had 
given in to the Japs and w ere col­ 
laborating w ith them. I could not 
speak. But I knew my people and 
I knew that w hen the whole story 
could be told, the proof of their 
loyalty to the United States and to 
their own ideals of independence 
would be clear. 
First sign that Philippine 
re ­ 
sistance was at work cam e in the 
form of a weak radio 
message 
from P anay Island picked up by 
War D epartm ent monitors in the 
fall of 1942. W hat that message 
said can still not 
be 
revealed 
but the contents of that message, 
relayed to Gen. Douglas 
Mac­ 
A rthur. w ere to set in motion the 
first real aid thai was to come 
to a people who had all but been 
abandoned in their fight for lio- 
erty. 
Month after m onth before that 
first clandestine 
radio 
message 
from the guerrilla leader, 
Col. 
Macario P eralta came through to 
G eneral M acA rthur, a little group 
of leaders on Panay had labored 
to put together their radio tra n s ­ 
m itter from stolen and improvised 
parts. The generator was o p erat­ 
ed by chain drive geared 
to bi­ 
cycle pedals. 
Hour after hour, 
. volunteers would 
pedal 
away, 
generating enough 
electricity 
to 
charge tile 
batteries 
for 
their 
feeble message. They had to move 
and hide from 
J a p patrols 
but 
what was m ore discouraging than 
thai. they got no answer no sign 
that their 
message 
had 
been 
heard. 
Spark of Hope 
But the spark of radio was the 
spark of hope. 
Recognizing 
it 
for just that. General M acA rthur 
carefully picked a small group of 
U. S. and Filipino officers to go 
I into the islands. 
T heir 
names 
I cannot vet be revealed. But land­ 


ing from a subm arine, 
they did 
their job. 
They took a few arm s on their I 
first trip, but that was not im - ; 
portant What they really brought 
was evidence that 
the 
Filipinos 
had not been forgotten. O ne naval 
com m ander who had lived 
in the 
Islands and knew them well was 
assigned to 
this 
liaison 
work, 
meeting the guerrilla leaders. 
I cannot disclose his nam e at 
this time, but he traveled about 
the islands 
extensively, 
totally 
unarm ed, led from one hideout to 
another, his passport being q u i­ 
nine, aspirin and 
chewing gum 
That was the evidence of re m e m ­ 
brance 
In time, as the* supply stream 
grew, the possession of a stick of 
chewing gum found on a Filipino 
by the Japanese was considered 
sufficient cause 
for a death se n ­ 
tence, for possession of the 
gum 
was considered proof that the F il­ 
ipino who had it was 
in league 
with the underground. 
O ver the entire guerrilla m o v e­ 
ment G eneral M acA rthur placed 
un Am erican colonel 
with years 
of experience in the Philippine* 
Again I must w ithhold the nam e. 
This colonel—call him Colonel X 
—never w ent into the islands h im ­ 
self. before the invasion. 
But so 
secret w ere his 
operations 
ai a* 
m ovem ents that he was ordered 
to report to and take instructions 
from only G eneral M acA rthur or 
his Chief of Staff. Mai. Gen Rich­ 
ard K S utherland 
Hand-Picked Officers 
After the first 
contact 
party 
returned from the Islands, C o l o ­ 
nel X received their r e p o r t s 
-n 
Australia then flew to Ca’ifornia 
w here tw o regim ents of Filipinos 
were in training. From these regi­ 
ments Colonel X hand-picked 
a 
group of officers and non-com m is­ 
sioned officers for a year's inten­ 
sive training in w eather observa­ 
tion and reporting, 
in radio, 
in 
com m ando 
tactics, 
intelligence 
work and sabotage 
This was to 
be the nucleus ot leadership and 
liaison for the guerrillas 
A fter 
their year of training they 
w ere 
landed 
by subm arine. 
all over 
the islands. 
Let no one get the wrong im ­ 


pression that 
everything 
w ent 
sm oothly 
w ith 
these 
guerrilla 
bands in the hills. 
There w ere 
tactions and intense hatreds 
all 
over the Islands 
Leaders 
w ere 
suspicious of each other and so 
w ere their followers. 
There w ere 
I often flitter feuds. 
The job for 
G eneral M acA rth u r was to h ave 
them united, disciplined and obe- 
; biont to his orders for m ilitary 
operations. 
C onsequently, w hen 
the 
sp e ­ 
cially train ed guerrilla 
officers 
I w ere ready to go into tilt* Islands, 
their strateg y was not a hit 
or 
miss crusade, but a plan for vic- 
! tory. 
The Islands were divided into 
a num ber of 
districts 
and one 
leader was 
placed in com m and 
jo t each district. 
Further, each of 
these co m m an d ers was com m is­ 
sioned in the United States A rm y, 
I to receive an d give orders with the 
backing of authority. 
The chain 
of 
supplies 
was

being built up.

am m unition, propaganda,

“Your instruction in the real 
Art of Living is one of the great­ 
est needs in America today, 
as 
shown by 
the 
divorces, 
delin­ 
quency figures, etc. 
“Furthermore, when 
the 
all- 
important problem of sex is told 
in a clean, scientific manner, It 
saves many boys and girls, as w ell 
as adults, from making wrecks out 
of their lives. 
“The right kind of instruction, 
such as you give, w ill never hurt 
sensible high 
ideals. 
As 
Jesus 
said, the truth w ill make us free. 
We need truth.” 
Diagnosis 
There is a tendency 
to 
think 
that people past the age of 55 or 
60 years are senile and so set in 
their attitudes that they oppose 
new ideas. 
But this is not true of all people 
in those upper age brackets, for 
many of them retain their youth­ 
ful, scientific outlook on life, even 
to the ripe age of 90.

The “fol­ 
lower” type of personality 
does 
little original 
thinking,

blindly accepts the view points of 
the teachers In his youth 
Thereafter, being out of contact 
with the new er crop of educators, 
he parrots the 
precepts 
taught 
him in school or college or the 
home. 
He may thus carry along many 
obsolete concepts 50 years beyond 
the time they have been outmoded 
by the advancing fringe of science. 
How to Stay Young 
If you wish to stay young, re­ 
tain the challenging mind 
of a 
child who says “W hy”? 
Just because the crowd is doing 
a certain thing, don’t be stam ped­ 
ed. Ask yourself “W hy?” 
If they are sw illing their liquor 
or sucking on cigarets, don't be a 
timid sheep, 
blindly 
following 
the bellwether. Ask “Whv should 
I?” 
The trouble with m any people 
in middle age is their 
blind 
al­ 
legiance to everything taught them 
in their youth. They forget to ask I 
“Why?” 
If a bellw ether leads his sheep, 
single file, and you interpose a 
large stick in his path, he 
w ill 
jump over it. His action is logical. 
But withdraw the stick, and the 
other 1,000 sheep follow ing 
the 
leader w ill also jump at that same 
spot, even though there is no rea­ 
son. They sim ply im itate the one 
ahead, without asking “Why?” 
Sarah is youthful in her outlook, 
for she is not 
enslaved 
by 
the 
prudishness of her youth. 
She 
realizes that facts promote free­ 
dom from moral as w ell as m edi­ 
cal troubles. She asks “Why?” 
and doesn’t blindly 
follow 
the 
bellwethers of 1870. 
I have met youths of 17 or 18 
who w ere senile in 
their 
psy­ 
chology because they had closed 
minds and 
were 
parroting 
the 
ideas of others 
w ithout 
asking 
“Why?” To be eternally youthful, 
in your m ental outlook, therefore 
encourage a challenging state of 
mind and stick to logic!

Weak Ankles, Weak Excuse 
You frequently hear beginners 
say they have weak ankles.

frankly do not believe there is 
such a thing as weak ankles, but 
I do know the average beginner 
invariably takes his first stride on 
a pair of large, poorly fitted shoes 
and skates and it is only natural 
under such conditions that your 
feet will w’obble around in the 
shoes and your ankles turn over. 
If you plan to do most of your 
skating on outdoor ponds where 
the tem perature drops to zero or 
below, then have your shoes fitted 
while wearing one pair of heavy 
pure w’ool hose. Do not let a sales­ 
m an—who perhaps never had on 
a pair in his life— try to sell you a 
pair of skate shoes several sizes 
too big and tell you that you can 
wear extra socks. 
If you are one 
of the m any w’ho do all their skat­ 
ing on indoor rinks then just wear 
a medium, or lightweight pair of 
hose. 
You will find them ade­ 
quate. 
Snug Fit Is Best 
If you doubt w hat I say glance 
around at the better skaters and 
the professionals and you will find 
that they w'ear only one pair of 
hose and those are of the lightest 
weight. 
Make sure that the shoes 
fit snugly and that the heel of the 
shoe is particularly w’ell fitted to 
your feet. 
Cheap skating shoes 
sometimes are inclined to be large 
in the heel and your ankles w'ill 
be loose and cause you to turn 
over. 
Few skates are properly sharp­ 
ened w hen first purchased and 
they should be taken to an expe­ 
rienced 
skate 
sharpener 
before 
using. 
In every towm and city 
there is some one w'ith a grind­ 
stone who thinks he can sharpen 
skates and who hangs up a sign 
and proceeds to ruin your skates 
and spoil your skating. 
Seek out 
the man who operates the skate 
shop at your local rink, or one of 
your better sporting goods store*. 
Invariably the man in charge of 
the skate shop is an old time 
skater and he will know his busi­ 
ness.
